ABOARD GRAF ZEPPELIN, 
Oct. 13.—A taste of the thrills, the 
danger, the drama and the hero- 
ism that attaches to the precari- 
ous hopping of the Atlantic ‘in 
airplanes, was our lot today in tue 
strong resistant Graf Zeppelin. 

It all began at the breakfast 
table in mid-Atlantic, when our 
silver ship aceepted the challenge 
of the whirling, semi-tropical, de- 
luging rains and squalls. 

Suddenly the great Zeppelin 
made a nose dive downwards and 
then shot up again. The table, 
chairs, dishes, coffee, tea, sauc- 
ers of butter ar? marmalade were 
thrown pell mell into the corners 
of the dining room. 

I. land . full force against the 
stomach of the famous artist, Pro*. 
Dettmann. of the Berlin Institute 
of Art and he in turn upset the 
movie camera of Robert Hart- 
mann. and the camera crashed 
against Frederick Gilfillen’s head.

The scene was so comical that 
in spite of the gravity of the sit- 
uation I burst out in laugnter, per- 
haps to the annoyance of some of 
my fellow passengers.

OF RUSSIA, MOTHER 
OF NICHOLAS, DIES |

It was during this period that, 
according to hitherto unpublished 
historical documents, Russia mobii- 


ized its. troops and prepared to at- 
tack Germany. Only Bismarck’s 


intervention and shrewdness, .these 


documents assert, saved Europe 


and perhaps the whole world for 
37 years from the war of 1914-18. 


Thwarted in Liberal Efforts. 

Empress Marie was prevented by 
Alexander III from playing any- 
thing more than a secondary role 
in the affairs of state of her adopt- 
ed country. In all her efforts to 
secure a more enlightened and 
progressive -regime, based upon 
democratic forms, she met with 
unyielding resistance from the 
mighty Constantine Pobedonostsev, 
who from 1887 to 1905 was the 
most powerful figure in Russia and 
a firm believer in absolutism and 
autocracy. 

The Queen-mother met with the 
same policy on the part of her son, 
Emperor Nicholas II, who more 
and more fell under the influence 
of the Czarina Alexandra. Alexan- 
dra believed in the “divine right” 
of Kings, and insisted on the pres- 
ervation of autocratic power and 
the traditional veneration of the 
ritual of the National Church, 
which the Czar was the titular 
head. 

The Empress was described by 
those who knew her as possessing 
an attractive and sympathetic per- 
sonality, combined with striking 
social graces, charm and a lively 
sense of humor. She spoke Rus- 
sian, English, French, German and 
the Seandinavian languages with 
equal facility. She had five chil- 
Cren, to all of whom she gave a 
splendid education. 

She was lovca and 


among her own people for her 


great charity and her constant s0-— 


licitude for the humble and lowly. 
She established many secondary 
schools for Russian girls, as well 
a: hospitals and maternity homes 
for the poor. 

In 1905, just before the revolu- 
tion of that year, the Queen moth- 
er urged the Czar to give the Rus- 
siaw nation the privileges of a free 
regime, based upon parliamentary 
institutions and an ample consti- 
tutional charter. With wisdom and 
foresight, she prophesied the ca- 
lamities which later ensued as a 
.esult of the Czar'’s inflexible au- 
tocratic regime. To all her warn- 
ings, the Emperor turned an un- 
heeding ear, reminding her that his 
supreme position entitled him to do 
as he pleased. 


The Empress escaped the fate of 


her son only by the fortuitous cir- 
eumstance that she was in Copen- 
hagen at the time of the assass!- 
nation of Emperor Nicholas and 
his family fm 1918. In spite of the 
evidence to the contrary, she re- 


fused to believe they had really 


been put to death. She believed 
the royal family had been held 
captive by the Bolsheviks and that 
the Czar would one day turn up in 
Russia to resume his throne.

Sidelights on 
Smith’s Tour

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 13. 


HE jam around the railroad 
T station when the Smith party 

arrived in Nashville yesterday 
was one of the worst this writer 
ever encpuntered. The police were 
wholly futile. As the Governor

He is little taller 
than President Coolidge, if any, 
and the President outweighs him 
considerably. Neither is he ‘so 
vigorous and dynamic physically 
as is sometimes represented. His 
manner, on the contrary, is rather 
deliberate. In the midst of the 
most exciting scenes he preserves 
an air of complete calm, and he 
appears to be infinitely patient, 
and wholly self-possessed. His 
most attractive features are his 
eyes, which are a remarkably clear 
gray and his smile, which begins 
Slowly, and gradually widens to an 
expression of genuine delight. 

Contrary to reports, he seldom 
waves the brown derby. Usually 
he simply holds-it aloft, first with 
one hand and then the other, in 
a sort of salute. 

The impression of Smith as an 
old-fashioned man deepens upon 
closer acquaintance. He is a New 
Yorker, but it is the New York 
of the “Gay Nineties’ and the 
bustle and hoop skirt days, rather 
than.the New York of Jimmy 
Walker and Texan Guinan. And 
that, as a matter of fact, is the 
real significance of the brown 
derby — which was fashionable 
about the year 1900.

The prosperity of today, how- 
ever, Could hardly be called gen- 
eral, when agriculture, employing 
one-third of the entire population, 
was suffering from a prolonged 
and serious depression, and when 
both the coal and textile industries 
were stagnant. - 

Plunging then into a review of 
tariff legislation in the past, ne 
frankly. criticised the methods em- 
ployed by both parties in drafting 
tariff bills. 

He recalied the efforts made by 
President Taft, and later by FPresi- 
dent Wilson, to establish a tariff 
commission composed of experts. 
who would study and recommend 
impartial schedules. He related how 
this aim had been wrecked by 
Presidents Harding and Coolidge, 
through the “packing” of the com- 
mission and the withdrawal of ap- 
Ppropriations necessary to its work. 
He pledged himself. if elected, not 
only to restore the commission to 
fts original status, but to expand 
its powers and duties. 


Promises No General Revision. 

The Governor explicitly prom- 
ised that there would be no gen- 
eral revision of tariff under his ad- 
ministration. Such revision as 
might occur, he said, would be 
concerned with particular sched- 
ules, and would invariably be based 
upon a scientific study of condi- 
tions affecting particular commou- 
ities. No revision would be made 
in any instance which would im- 
pair the American standard of 
wages and living. 

“In other words,” he declared, 
“I say to the American working 
man that the Democratic party will 
not do a single thing that will take 
from his weekly pay envelope one 
five-cent piece. To the American 
farmer 1 say that the Democratic 
party will do everything fn its 
power to put back into his pocket 
the money that belongs there. I 
further say that nothing 
done that will embarrass or inter- 
fere with the legitimate progress 
of business—large or small.” 

He declared. however, that he 
believed “in safeguarding the pub- 
lic against monopolies created by 
special tariff favors.” 

“The Republican party and the 
Republican candidate would have 
us believe,’’ Gov. Smith said, “that 
the fact that we have a compara- 
tively high level of wages in indus- 
try today is the barometer of 
prosperity in the country. This I 
deny and I take the Republican 
candidate's word for it when in his 
speech of acceptance he said:

The transaction was called to the 
attention of attorneys for. the 
Board of Education, which  re- 
ceives the proceeds of bond tortci*+- 
ures, and the sale subsequentiy 
was set aside by Circuit 
Pearcy. Nothing has been done 
in the case since. 

County authorities lost money 
trying to collect the $3000 bond 
signed by Geeeer for Eugene Wy- 
socke, a robbery suspect in 1924. 
Geeser listed the property at 
North Twenty-fourth 
street, and 5375-27 Ridge avenue, 
in qualifying on the bond. Wy- 
socke failed to appear for trial 
and county authorities requesied 
the St. Louis Sheriff's office to 
sell the property in satisfaction of 
the forfeiture. The property was 
bought by A. Kramer for $60 and 
the expenses cf the sale were 
$66.53, leaving the county authori- 
ties with $6.5% charged agaiust 
them.

EFORE my interview with 
B Mussolini I had a talk with 

Enrico Ferri. The gray-haired 
disciple of Lombroso, who says 
that he is not a Fascist only be- 
cause he is too old to be one, dis- 
cussed the Duce, whom he com- 
pared with Caesar, Cromwell and 
Napoleon, from a_ physiological 
standpoint. “All men,” he said, 
““‘may be classified into four dis- 
tinct groups: sanguine, bilious, 
lymphatic and nervous. Mussolini 
is a pronounced nervous type, a 

action with an unusual 

thyroid gland, which accounts for 
his phenomenal energy. More- 
over, he is a young man, an Ital- 
ian, and a son of Romagna, with 
a nervous temperament and an 
impulsiveness which all Romagno- 
li inherit from their Gallic ances- 
tors.”’ 

Benito Mussolini did not strike 
me as nervous, temperamental 
and impulsive. On the contrary, 
he was soft spoken, slow moving 
and rather cautious. He had per- 
fect poise. He seemed more like 
a tired business man deeply pre- 
occupied with his enormous job 
than the stern, merciless dictator 
of the popular fancv. His large 
bulging eyes, massive jaw and 
pugilistic shoulders bespoke ener- 
gy and strength, but his behavior 
was calm, practical and careful. 

He wore a dark gray suit, soft 
collar and plain blue tie. He was 
not shaved. He moved about 
slowly, thought a great deal, and 
seldom raised his voice above a 
whisper. Many of my questions 
he answered with a shrug of the 
shoulders, or a characteristic wave 
of the right hand. He was never 
excited. Even the subject of his 
enemies, which is said to be his 
soft spot, failed to disterb him. 
The only time he betrayed a cer- 
tain impatience was when I de- 
scribed Fascism as paternalism. 
This he did not like. Otherwise 
he had an air of tolerance and 
understanding.

Acquisition of five new indus- 
tries, expansion of four existing 
ones and erection of three new 


The industrial activity 
represents an additional plant in- 
vestment for the St. Louis Indus- 
trial District of $1,852,500, the re- 
port adds, and a demand for 676 
new workers is created.

Highway construction in Brazil, 
according to Menzes. is under the 
supervision of Engineer Timotheo 
Penteado, who was a member of 
the first Pan-American Highway 
Commission, a group of leading en- 
gineers, brought to the United 
States in 1924 by the Highway Ed- 
ucation Board. 

“The highway program in Brazil 
will greatly increase the opportu- 
nity for the sale of American auto- 
motive and road building machin- 
ery, and also should create addi- 
tional markets for American prod- 
ucts in the new outlying sections 
that will be opened up in this great 
South American Republic,” he said. 
“For this reason the forthcoming

HE theatrical season in New 
T vor may be properly said to 

have begun on Monday last 
when the Theater Guild, the great- 
est theatrical in the 
world, presented a new transla- 
tion of Goethe's “Faust” at their 
handsome house in Fifty-second 
Street.

of taste and this is a newspaper 
of taste, they will not misunder- 
stand me when I say that the The- 
ater Guild specializes in plays for 
adults. The playgoer is expected 
to take a grown-up mind into the 
Guild Theater. If he should be a 
tweet-tweet person, or one whose 
intellect is entirely composed of 
tow or shavings, or ff he is Still 
suffering from the effects of a fail 
on his head in his infancy. he had 
better keep very far away from the 
Guild. It is not the place, for him. 
His proper place is an asylum for 
idiots, but he will ‘find himself 
warmly welcomed in those theaters 
where the Mae Western drama is 
performed, if. that is to say, he can 
get into one that has not been pad- 
locked. 

The understanding is not 6ut- 
raged at the’Guild Theater, nor is 
an adult made to feel as if he were 
an infant. This honorable enter- 
prise is one of the world’s won- 
ders. I doubt if it could have 
thrived in any other country than 
America. The Moscow Art Thea- 
ter scarcely competes with it in 
the variety of its vigor, nor is there 
anywhere else an organization so 
rich in its productions, so influen- 
tial in its authority over adult 
minds, or so selflessly passionate in 
its pursuit of fine drama. Hdd I 
left New York at the end of Sep- 
tember, with no other knowledge 
of the American theater than that 
which I bave acquired through 
visiting new plays produced on and 
around Broadway after my arrival 
on Sept. 10, I should have gone 
away ina state of despair about 
the theater in this country. Of the 
16 American plays that I have 
seeh, only one appears to me to 
have any actualify in it, Mr. Dun- 
ning’s “Night Hostess.” This piece 
will, I am certain, be a success in 
London. So.will “The Bachelor 
Father,” provided that same of its 
naively naughty sentences are re- 
moved and that the present com- 
pany, especially Miss June Walker, 
performs it. If Miss Walker does 
not capture the affection of Lon- 
don, then I know nothing of En- 
glish taste and good acting.

I do not 
wish to imply by the assertion that 
the London stage is superior to the 
New York stage. It is not, al- 
though I hear that the present sea- 
son has opened finely, All I sug- 
gest is that the great majority of 
the plays I have seen are not goo! 
enough for the New York or any 
other stage. The reader must re- 
member, however, that I have seen 
almost none of the productions that 
were made before Sept. 10. I shall 
catch up with them as quickly as 
the flood of new pieces will perm‘t 
mé. Of the 18 plays, American and 
foreign, that I have seen, all that I 
can recommend to the inquiring 
playgoer are the following: 
“Faust” at the Guild Theater.

This is a great play, greatly pro- 
duced and grealty performed. Dud- 
ley Digges plays the Devil. 

“Night Hostess” at the Martin 
Beck. This is a brilliantly com- 
posed picture of night life in New 
York, done with Hogarthian craft. 
The acting: is as brilliant as the 
production. 

“The High Road” at the Fulton. 
Mr. Lonsdale has written a com- 
edy of bad manners which is so 
entertaining that . good manners 
seem not only insipid but undesir- 
able. The acting here is supero, 
with Miss Edna Best giving a love- 
ly performance. Mr. Fred Kerr and 
Mr. Alfred Drayton present English 
comedy acting, high and low, at its 
best. But the playgoer who sees 
this piece must be careful not to 
believe that it is a faithful portrait 
of English country house life. 

“The Bachelor Father” at the 
Belasco. A sentimental comedy, 
innocuously naughty, which is bet- 
ter acted than it is written. Miss 
June Walker’s performance alone 
is worth the price of admission, but 
she is not alone in worth. Mr. Au- 
brey Smith and Mr. Geoffrey Kerr 
act finely. 

“The New Moon” at the Impe- 
rial. This is the finest musical play 
that I have seen in any country for 
a long time. Miss Evelyn Herbert 
is the best of a very good compa- 
ny, but she is only just ahead of 
the others. 

‘“Billee’ at Erlanger’s Theater. 
This musical comedy is good in it- 
self, but if it were not, it would be 
well worth while seeing because of 
the performance of a brilliant and 
beautiful girl, Miss Polly Walker. 


URVEYING that list again, I 
find that a third of the plays 
that I have seen between Sept. 


10 and Oct. 8 deserve high praise. 
That, after all, is a pretty ‘ good 
record, and perhaps if I had seen 
some of the other plays that were 
performed between those two 
dates, I should be able to increase 
the proportion of good to bad plays 
I have heard excellent accounts of 
“Elmef the Great” at the Lyceum. 
but as I have not seen it myself, 
cannot confirm them. I am bound 
to say, too, that some of the acting 
in the bad plays has. be@m brilliant. 
Miss Claudette Colbert’s perform- 
ance in “Fast Life,’ a horrible and 
stupid piece, is remarkably good 
There is a career in front of this 
clever girl. A play called “The 
Command Performance,” which 
seemed to me to be entirely banal 
and vulgar, may be a success be- 
cause it attempts, in a paltry man- 
ner, to restore romance to a public 
which is becoming sick of crude 
realism and plays full of offensive 
speech. But let no one imagine 


that I récommend him to see it. 


And now, having informed my 
inquiring readers of the pieces that 
I think are worthy of their patron- 
age, let me turn to the great Mae 
Western drama. I am disqualified 
from writing about it because, not 
only have I never seen a sample 
of it, but, until I saw an account 
of her arrest in the newspapers. I 
had never heard of Miss Mae West 
who, like her namesake, Rebecca, 
in Ibsen’s play, seems to be ‘the 
center of a great deal of bother 
and commotion. All that I now 
know of the lady is that she seems 
to spend most of her time popping 
in and out of prison. I refer to 
her, however, because I have been 
asked what would happen to “The 
Pleasure Man” if it were performed 
in London. The answer is that it 
would not be produced in London 
at all. You have not got a censor 
of plays in America, but you soon 
will have if your theater managers 
do not learn to behave themselves. 
If I am asked, as a dramatist. 
which I prefer: the authority of 
the Lord Chamberlain in fondon 
or the authority of the police in 
New York, I shall reply without 
any hesitation, the authority of the 
Lord Chamberlain. The American 
_ System, superficially excellent, is 
basically absurd, for it leaves the 
honorable manager and the reputa- 
ble author in a state of doubt about 
what they may and what they may 
not do, while it allows the nasty- 
minded fellow to exploit the lubri- 
city of the mob without much let 
or hindrance. In England, all plays 


must be licensed by the Lord 
Chamberlain before they can be 
performed. 


HE advantage of the English 
system is that a manager does 
not spend money on organizing 
a performance until he is certain 
that the performance will be per- 
mitted. (In certain circumstances, 
generally connected with politics, 
a license may be withdrawn. Gil- 
bert and Sullivan’s “The Mikado” 


was actually prohibited for a brief 
time because of the then Lord 
Chamberlain thought that the sus- 
ceptibilities of the Japanese, with 
whom the British were then allied, 
might be wounded by the comic 
opera.) In America, the manager 
has no public guidance as to what 
he may or may not do. He en- 
gages a company and spends mon- 
ey on a production only to find, at 
the end, of the first performance, 
that he and the unfortunate and 
blameless players are arrested on 
a charge of indecency and that the 
theater in which the performance 
Continued on Next Page.

R.C. A. Enters Movie Game 


Takes Over Keith-Orpheum Houses of Entire Country, 
Buys up a Motion Picture Organization and Paves 
the Way for Broadcasting of Plays From New York 
Later—Three Theaters Here Involved in the Deal 
Are the Orpheum, St. Louis and Grand Opera House. 


HE announcement that the Radio Corporation of America has 
Tenerea the show business-on a big scale by securing control of 

the Keith-Albee-Orpheum Circuit of theaters and the Film Book- 
ing Office would seem to indicate that the time when motion pic- 
tures will be broadcast from a central point is not so far distant. 
Some months ago it was pointed out in these columns that the 
R. C. A. organization was perfecting machines for this purpose. It 
is too soon yet to expect to see plays, put on in New York, being 
sent through the air, dialogue and _all, to a screen in St. Louis, but 
such a form of shows is coming. In the meantime the Radio Cor- 
poration of America has worked out a sound reproducing device of 
its own to be used with talking pictures. As it exptcts to need many 
theaters later for the broadcasting of complete plays it has taken 
over the Orpheum houses now and will use them for their present 
talkies. 

In St. Louis R. C. A. will control the Orpheum, St. Louis and 
Grand Opera House. The two latter houses will continue to be op- 
erated just as they have always been with combined vaudeville and 
pictures except that the films shown will be made by F. B. O, and 
equipped with sound reproducers. Right now the sound devices are 
being installed at the St. Louis. 

What will happen to the Orpheum Theater cannot be predicted 
at the moment. The Radio Corporation of America will pay some- 
thing like $2000 a week rent for the house and the hardheaded busi-’ 
ness men who control the organization are not accustomed to paying — 
out that sort of money with ut getting something in return. Show- 
men may argue that it is better to lose $2000 a week by keeping 
the house closed than to drop $5000 by running it. The R. C. A. 
people are already lookfMg for some plan of operation for the theater 
by which they will be saved even the present $2000 loss. At the Or- 
pheum Theater in Kansas City a stock company has moved in and |

Getting a director to listen to one’s voice does 
not mean work in a picture. Many are heard and few are chosen. 
But in Hollywood the mere getting of a hearing has heretofore been 


classified as something of a miracle, 
A finding experienced players with voices suitable for leading 

roles. John Boles, for example, picked to sing the principal 
role in the screen version of “The Desert Song,” is a screen player 
of experience as well as a singer of wide reputation. And Hollywood 
has other successful screen players who sang professionally before 
they turned to the screen. But finding 200 extras who not only will 
look good as “atmosphere” but will sound good as a chorus is 
another matter. Voice experts will have to listen to thousands be- 
fore the studios will have as many as 1000 classified voices from 
which to choose when they want a large group of singing extras’ 
in a hurry. 

Not only singing voices are being tried out for the talkies. Mon- 
ologists, banjo players, tap dancers—all who have talent that can 
make itself heard as well as seen, are getting a hearing at some 
studios. In the tryout auditorium presided over at Metro-Goldwyn- 
Mayer by Gus Edwards practically every vaudeville artist whose act 
has been in Los Angeles in the past few weeks has been heard as a 
eandidate for the talking movies. Edwards gave 200 tryouts the 
first week, making screen tests of the most promising aspirants. 
Most hearings, of course, never get as far as a screen test. But what 
in Hollywood is remarkable is that so many applicants get as far as

ITCHCRAFT, in 
1928, when Every- 
man has music 
with his meals, pic- 
tures with his radio 


music and sound 
with his moving 
pictures — wheéth- 


er or no he has 

much in the way of 
meals to go with his music—in this 
bright day of luxuries and _ debts, 
witchcraft stretches 
an icy talon from 
the Dark Ages. 
News items flashed 
by cable and tele- 
graph, printed by 
electricity and dis- 
tributed by train 
and airplane, tell 
of boys killed for 
werwolves, of wom- 
en beaten for 
witches, of devil- 
worshipers raided 
at ‘‘Sabbath’ in a 
Berlin cafe and 
earted.ofrtf in 
shiny motor _lor- 
ries to a modern 
hoosegow. 

Men still believe 
in witches. Not 
many men, _ per- 
haps, but, curious- 
ly enough, among 
them seems to be 
the Rev. Montague 
Summers, student 
and author of note, 
who has just 
translated into 
English the som- 
ber ‘‘Malleus Male- 
ficarum,”’ or ‘““Ham- 


mer of Witches,” 
with its fifteenth 
century prescrip- 


tions for catching, 
identifving and ex- 
terminating the un- 
fortunate old hags. 
His own foreword 
declares that any 
denial of the old 
book's logic is er- 
roneous, savoring of 
heresy, captious 
and subversive of 
the h€irarchy. 

The learned 
ceiereymanis 
insistence on ideas 
that many thought 
had perished with 
the Middle Ages 
may seem = sur- 
prising, but there 
are indications that 
he is not alone. 
How many cling to 
some vestigial be- 
lief from the old 
witch lore, though it be only an un- 
shakable faith in the effect of pro- 
fanity on inanimate objects, such as 
a cold automobile engine or the but- 
tonholes in a dress shirt? And why 
shouldn't they believe, so long as 
juries believe in the broken hearts of 
chorus girls and the injured patriot- 
ism of oily millionaires? 


NOTHER fact worth noting is 
Ais growing popularity of Esther 

Forbes’ recent novel, ““A Mirror 
for Witches'’—‘‘in which is reflected 
the life, machinations and death of 
famous Doll Bilby, who, with a more 
than feminine perversity, preferred a 
Demon to a Mortal Lover. Here is also 
told how and why a Righteous and 
Most Awfull Judgement befell her, de- 
stroying both Corporeal Body and Im- 
mortal Soul,”’ 

And another was the murder of 
John Wierzba a month ago at Lady- 
smith, Wisconsin, by Maehael Drouse, 
who surrendered and told the Sheriff 
that Wierzba had bewitched his cows. 

Drouse, whatever his earnestness, is 
a simple farmer and cannot” glibly 
plead his case. But it is otherwise 
with the Rev. Montague Summers. His 
full name is Alphonsus Joseph-Mary 
Augustus Montague Summers, and he 
is a Royal Society fellow. He founded 
The Phoenix, a society for producing 
old plays; he is the author of poems, 
essays and other works, the editor of 
collections of Congreve’s and Wycher- 
ly's plays and a long list of others. He 
has written two enormour and erudite 
volumes on witchcraft besides the 
translation. He is a priest of 
standing and orthodoxy; in no man- 
ner accounted a crank or a fanatic. 
He has studied witchcraft for 30 years. 
He has an earnestness possibly little 
less than Drouse’s own: and, beyond 
that, he has singular gifts of expres- 
sion and an impressive acqifaintance 
with the evidence. 

Let the priest, then, plead the case 
for the credibility of witchcraft. Back 
in 1926, in his ‘‘History of Witch- 
craft and Demonology,’ one finds: 

“But when every allowance is 
made, as we examine in detail the 
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long and bloody history of Witch- 
craft (the capital is his), as we rec- 
ognize the fearful fanaticism and 
atrocious extravagances of the witch 
mania, as we are enabled to account 
for in the light of ampler knowledge, 
both psychological and physical, de- 
tails and accidents which would in- 
evitably have led to the stake without 
respite or mercy, as we can elucidate 
case after case—one an hysterical 
subject, a cataleptic, an epileptic, a 
sufferer from some obscure nervous 
disorder even today not exactly diag- 
nosed; another, denounced by the 
malice of private enemies, perhaps on 
political grounds; a third, some doting 
beldame the victim of idlest gupersti- 
tion or mere malignity; 4a fourth, 
accused for the sake of gain by a dis- 
appointed blackmailer or thief; others, 
silly bodies, eccentrics, and half-crazed 
cranks; and the even greater number 
of victims who were incriminated by 
poor wretches raving in the agonies 
of the rack and boots—none the less 
after having thus frankly discounted 
every possible circumstance, after hav- 
ing completely realized the world-wide 
frenzy of persecution that swept 
through those centuries of terror, we 
cannot but recognize that there remain 
innumerable and important cases 
which are not to be covered by any 
ordinary explanation, which _ fall 
within no normal category. 


¢ S A MOST unprejudiced writ- 
A er (George Ives) has well 

said: ‘The under-lying and 
provocative phenomena had really been 
presented in a huge number of cases.’ 
And there is no other way of account- 
ing for these save by acknowledging 
the reality of Witchcraft and diabolic 
contracts.” 

His list of reservations is somewhat 
reminiscent of a paragraph in the Rev. 
Cotton Mather’s ‘“‘Wonders of the In- 
visible World,” printed at Boston in 
1693: 

“III. If-a Drop of Innocent Blood 
should be shed, in the Prosecution of 
the Witchcrafts among us, how un- 
happy we are! For which cause, I 
cannot express my self in better terms, 
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From a Seventeenth Century Print Showing St. James’ Visit to the Sorcerer's Den. 


than those of a most Worthy Person. 
who lives near the Present Center 
(Salem, no doubt) of these things. 
‘The Mind of God in these matters, 
is to be carefully look’d into, with 
due Circumspection, that Satan de- 
ceive us not with his Devices, who 
transforms himself into an Angel of 
Light, and may pretend Justice and 
yet intend Mischief.’ But on the other 
side, if the Storm of Justice do now 
fall only on the Heads of those Guilty 
Witches and Wretches which have de- 
filed our Land, How Happy’”’ 


a HE sceptic notoriously re- 
fuses to believe in Witch- 
craft, but a sanely critical 
examination of the evidence at the 
witch-trials will show that a vast 
amount of the modern vulgar in- 
credulity is founded upon a complete 
misconception of the facts,’ writes the 
Rev. Montague Summers in 1926, and 
this, with other protests against 
“neglect and ignorance,’ ‘heavy and 
crass materialism,’’ are not unlike the 
opening sentence of ‘‘Lithobolia, or the 
Stone-Throwing Devil,”’ by “R. C., 
Esq.,”” published in London in 1698: 

“Such is the Sceptical Humour of 
this Age for Incredulity, (not to say 
Infidelity,) that I wonder they do 
not take up and profess, in terms, 
the Pyrrhonian Doctrine of disbeliev- 
ing their very Senses.”’ 

The modern student, however, is 
willing to meet the sceptics on. their 
own grounds of naturalistic explan- 
ations for even the reputed power of 
a curse, ‘Whilst candidly remarking 
that personally I believe there is 
power for evil and even for destruc- 
tion for such a bane, that a deadly 
anathema launched with concentrated 
hate and all the energy of volition may 
bring unhappiness and fatality in its 
train.’ 

But he goes a great deal further 
than merely to insist that witchcraft 
once was practiced. He says that it 
exists now: 

“At the present day, as in England, 
France, Italy, Germany and indeed all 
countries of the world, old beliefs and 
old superstitions linger among the 


peasantry of Spain in the smaller and 
more distant villages. Reputed 
witches may be found everywhere the 
whole world over, and everywhere are 
those who lack not the will if they 
have not the power to maim and kill 
by Witchcraft, for, as S. Augustine 
says, in many more ways than one 
does man. sacrifice to the evil 
angels.” And,there is not a little 
to bear him out. 

Right here in St. Louis, in fact, 
in the most prosaic imaginable sur- 
roundings—a Pershing avenue effi- 
ciency apartment—the writer has 
heard his maid detail love potions 
horrible enough to have brought a 
sanguine glow to the black and 
withered heart of the wickedest old 
hag in 40 witch covens. His wife 
maintains that her marriage to him 
was foretold by an old woman—not 
30 blocks from the high and profit- 
abie enlightenment of the depart- 
ment store district—who makes no 
tinsel claims to modern mediumistic 
powers or anything of the sort, but 
is much sought after for the ancient 
gift of second sight. The exact pre- 
diction—in which even the writer's 
name was given—was something, as 
the lady frequently recalls, about a 
Calamity in connection with a dark 
man. 

How far the belief and the prac- 
tices prevail in this country is hard 
to determine. Certainly many ele- 
ments that went into the _ race 
brought a rich and curious lore— 
the Celts, the bleakly mystic North- 
men, the warm tales of the Southern 
sea, the devil-ridden Puritans, the 
countrymen in whose imaginations 
still reveled odd folk from the fairy 
rings and sand dunes of England. 


mingled with the witchcraft of In- 

dian medicine men; in the South 
they met even more eerie lore in the 
“conjuremen'’’ of the Negro slaves. 
Witchcraft may well be as common in 
the highlands of Tennessee, Arkansas 
and Kentucky as in the Highlands of 
Scotland, and sometimes the shadow of 
its leathery wings touches a Ken- 
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tucky or Virginia settlement in 
Missouri. 
Many residents of Callaway and 


Audrain counties remember the 
weird tales of ‘Uncle Jerry'’ Towner, 
a former slave who maintained him- 
self by weaving baskets. 


E CLAIMED to be anvwhere 
H tom 114 to 130 years old, 

and had been struck squarely 
in the forehead by a minie ball dur- 
ing the Civil War but, quite prob- 
ably, is still living. Uncle Jerry's 
favorite was the narrative of a great 
snake—‘‘an’' I come on a ridge 
bigger’n the ‘Devil's Backbon’: an’ I 
couldn’t climb it, an’ I walked 
around two miles and theah it was, 
an’ I walked around again, an’ again, 
and theah was that snake’s head on 
a stump, an’ it was bigger'n Mist’ 
Sam's whole house!’’ And the writer 
remembers riding tmto those same 
hills with a physician to. a cabin 
where four children had “pink-eye,”’ 
and finding that the father had drawn 
a chalk-line across every door and 
window, ‘‘to keep the conjures out.” 

Last October Mrs. Isabelle Hazelton 
obtained $25 in a. slander action 
against neighbors in Dungannon, Ire- 
land, who had accused her of bewitch- 
ing cows. No one for miles around 
would dare speak to her. Neighbors 
pulled thatch from her roof and burned 
it, or tied red flags to the tails of their 
cows. Robert McKittrick, who was 
looked to by many to offset the bane, 
testified that he “used salt in the 
name of God.” 

In April, 1927, 7-year-old Beatrice 
Chisholm was rescued from a_ witch 
doctor who had kidnaped her in Ha- 
vana to use in human sacrifice to re- 
lieve a sick native, and in British Hon- 
duras this writer has heard the eldest 
son of old Francisco Cabral, under the 
cocoanut palms on Wild Cane Cay— 
once the site of cannibalistic orgies by 
the sacrificial priests of the Mayas— 
tell of disembodied heads, ‘bigger 
than any man’s,” and atrangely burn- 
ing of eye, floating down the lonely 
Rio Hondo through the jungle into the 
black Caribbean.

chance. In most 
cases of bodies 
“starved’’ for sleep such a course 


might be followed with assurance of 
favorable results. But sometimes there 
are cases of sleeplessness in which 
even this drastic measure does not 
work with complete satisfaction. Some- 
times the patient, even after going to 
bed, finds that sleep, whether from 
force of habit or an overly active mind, 
remains aloof and far away. Some- 
times the condition persists until it 
is necessary to resort to medical means 
to induce slumber. Here, then, is a 
case of real insomnia and here is 
where the sleep-producing exercises of 
Dr. Edmund Jacobson come in. 

The idea of sleep-producing exercis- 
es is not a new one to physiologists 
and psychologists, but it is probably 
unfamiliar to most persons who suffer 
from insomnia, and medical records 
show that in the past few years the 
number of insomnia cases has been 
increasing at an alarming rate. Con- 
siderable research has been under- 
taken to ascertain causes and cures, 
but no methods, it appears, have 
proved so efficacious as the sleeping 
exercises worked out and advocated by 
Doctor Jacobson, who, as research as- 
sociate in physiology at the University 
of Chicago, has spent many years in 
experimentation dealing with the in- 
soOmnia problem. 

Not only are these of value to in- 
somnia sufferers, according to Doctor 
Jacobson, but they also constitute a 
means of improving the efficiency of 
sleep in normal persons. 


MONG the rules set down by the 
A eminent physiologist for achiev- 

ing restful sleep, two cardinal 
principles are emphasized: W or- 
ries of the day must not be car- 
ried to bed, and all muscles must be 
wholly relaxed and easy. It is to bring 
about this complete relaxation of mus- 
cles that the exercises are devised. 
Doctor Jacobson explained them re- 
cently to the writer and they are illus- 
trated by photographs on this page. 

“The department of medicine de 
voted to improving the efficiency of 
sleep has received but scant attention 
in the past,"’ Doctor Jacobson said, 
“but it seems now about to make 
strides that eventually will put it on 
an equal footing with dietetics and 
other important branches of practical 
science. 

“It is found that a prolonged period 
of training is required in the extreme 
form of rest which is called ‘progres- 
sive relaxation.’ The subjects, or pa- 
tients, lie on their backs in a quiet 
room. Later on, they are shown how 
to relax in any position. They are in- 
structed how to avoid the muscular 
tensions which prevent the natura! on- 
set of sound, refreshing sleep. 

“A first step is to make the subject 
acquainted with the sense of contrac- 
tion in the muscles, which is called 
“tenseness,’ so that he will thereafter 
be able to recognize this condition 
wherever it appears in his body. This 
is done, for instance, by having him 
bend his arm against resistance of- 
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Below: 


fered by the physician. The sensa- 
tion of tenseness is then felt in the 
front part of the upper arm in what 
is commonly known as the biceps. 
“Other examples are having the sub- 
ject press down the toes of one foot, 
or wrinkle his forehead, or close his 
evelids tightly. In this manner he be- 
comes aware of tensions in various lo- 
calities. Having felt the sensations 
produced by tenseness, it is usually 
easier for the subject to let his mus- 
cles become extremely limp; for it is 
found that to relax extremely is simply 
not to tense a muscle in the slightest 
degree. Daily practice by the sub- 
ject at home, following the instruc- 
tions he has received, enable him tc 
learn to relax, just as he would prac. 


tice by hinreelf if he were learning to- 


swim, or dance, or to drive a motor 
car. 

“When the subject has learned tc 
recognize. the presence of tensions in 
various parts of his body, he becomes 
able of his own initiative to observe 
them when he is trying to go to sleep 
at night. He finds for himself that 
whenever he is wakeful he is unduly 
tense somewhere. He then knows that 
he should let go the tensions, or set of 
tensions, which are responsible for 
keeping him awake.” ' 


"ANY persons who suffer from 
VY iscomnie Doctor Jacobson 
A asserts, do so because they 
particular about 
comfortable, They 
lv believe that they must be per- 
fectliy comfortable in order to go 
to sleep. herefore they frequently 
arrange and re-arrange the pillow, 
change the location of the bed clothes. 
alter the position of an arm or a leg 
or other part so as to avoid some 
slight feeling. of cramp or poor cir- 
culation. In this way they pass the 
hours, continually improving their po- 
sition, they believe, but really keeping 
themselves continually awake by the 
tensions they make in their efforts. 
Such persons have to be gradually re- 
educated to abandon their efforts to 
get perfectly comfortabie. They must 
be shown in the course of months that 
it is better not to try to become per- 
fectly comfortable, but to relax in spite 
of the discomfort, since comfort even- 
tually arrives as relaxation progresses. 
Another common cause of sleepless- 
ness emphasized by the physician -isthe 
carrving over of worries and cares of 
business or domestic life into the night 
time. The individual who has been 
Oppressed all day continues to try to 
find a solution of his problems far into 
the night. He finds himself seeking 
to do two incompatible things: to 
think and to sleep. Although he fre- 
quently reminds himself that he must 
rest in order to become fit for the next 
day's work, his mind nevertheless con- 
tinues to remain active. In  conse- 
quence, many hours of sleep are lost. 
“It is easy to form the habit of lying 
awake for many hours,”’ the acientist 
continues, “just as it is easy to form 
many other habits. Everyone has had 
the experience of setting his alarm 
clock at a particularily early hour on 
one morning, when he has had some 
special reason for desiring to arise 
early. Very often on the next morn- 
ing, when he has desired to sleep later, 
he finds himself awakening a!most 
precisely at the hour when the alarm 
clock previously rang. Here are the 
beginnings of the habit of wakeful- 
ness, which are particularly likely to 
occur with nervously tense persons. 
“To overcome such habits of wake-

“In consequence, when muscles are 
tense, impulses pass along these s0- 
called sensory nerves, exciting other 
portions of the body: but if they are 
relaxed no such impulses arise to pro- 
duce genera] irritability and excite- 
ment. In this and other ways progres- 
sive relaxation of muscles tends to 


bring with it an increasing freedom 
from what is commonly called nerv- 
ousness. 


“When an individual thinks far into 
the night, it is found that various of 
his muscles show tensions. There is a 
theory which has been advanced by 
some psychologists that persons think 
with their muscles, But this has been 
only a theory or speculation, largely 
lacking in definite proof. 


oT HE newer studies of relax- 
ation and sleep have been 
made with the attempt not to 
rely on theories, but to build up, step 
by step, on the basis of well-controlled 
observations. As yet it has never 
been proved that we think with our 
muscies. But in a series of experi- 
ments at the University of €hicago in 
1925, it was clearly féund that when 
the muscles are extremely relaxed, par- 
ticularly those of the eyes and of 
speech, thinking and emotion tend to 
dwindle and cease. 

“These experiments, which were

a4 HE first is that shutting off 
mental activities cannot be

The second difference is that 
while no one needa to practice at 
turning off an electric switch. but can 
do so at once, on the other hand relax- 
atiop of mental activity has to be 
learned step by step over a period of 
months, sometimes years. 

“This is not so strange as at first it 
seems; for everyone knows that phys- 
ical arts like golf, billiards, dancing, 
singing have to be gradually acquired. 
In these arts also the ability to relax 
particular muscle groups plays a prom- 
inent part. Successful opera singing 
largely depends upon keeping the mus- 
cles of the throat relaxed, excepting 
certain ones needed for the particular 
tone, while at the same time the mus- 
cles of the lower portion of the chest 
control the breathing. - Learning to re- 
lax these particular parts has there- 
fore in the past been part of the train- 
ing of every successful opera singer. 
But because masters of voice generally 
teach by imitation, not being familiar 
with principles of physiology and anat- 
Omy, it is evident that the newer 
studies of relaxation may introduce 
scientific methods into the art of 
teaching the successful singer. 

“There are indications that dream- 
ing is a sign of tenseness in the sleep-

er. When the individual becomes very 
tense it is commonly called a night- 
mare. But the imagination plays dur- 
ing dreams, and there is considerable 
evidence, as already said, that imagi- 
nation diminishes or ceases during 
complete relaxation. This means that 
a relatively dreamless sleep is the 
most restful type. Nevertheless, con- 
siderable recuperation is commonly se- 
cured even by persons who continue to 
dream almost continuously all night. 
“The individual who carries his re- 
flection and emotions over from the 
day into the night, it is believed, needs 
to learn a greater degree of relaxation 
during his daytime activities. For this 
and other reasons methods have been 
devised to cultivate an increase of re- 
laxation even during working hours, 
and recent laboratory tests give indi- 


cations that this has been successfully 


accomplished. 

“The problem of relaxation is close- 
ly linked with what is commonly 
called nervousness. When a person is 
nervous the physician trained in the 
new methods can with care detect va- 
rious signs which might pass undetect- 
ed by the casual observer. Everyone 
is familiar with these signs of nervous 
emotion when they become very 
marked. When we see an individual 
in tears or doubled up as if in pain or 
gesturing wildly or hear him making a 
loud outcry, we at once know that he 
is agitated, or upset.

FORT LAUDERDALE, Florida. 
Rs. S. E. CAMP- 
BELL of Belle 
Glade had her hair 
- bobbed a short time 
~ ago. Instead of the 
luxuriant tresses 
which once fell far 
below her waist and 
constituted a 
: “crowning glory” in 
the most literal sense, she now dis- 
plays a succession of jagged, irregular 
locks which straggle somewhere be- 
tween the top of her head and her 
shoulders. It probably is the worst 
looking haircut that has come to light 
since the hair-bobbing practice began. 
But in spite of all that it is to this 
acraggly bob that Mra. Campbell can 
attribute the fact that she is alive to- 
day. Under the circumstances, she is 
very well pleased with It. 

It was under the most spectacular 
and horrifying conditions that Mrs.

Month in the main project of the

His exhibitions in London in 1919, 
1921, 1923 and 1924 made the foggy 
city the Mecca for the artistic from all 
corners of the United Kingdom. His 
exhibition at the City Art Museum in 
St. Louis {in 1925 was called by a local 
critic ‘‘the biggest and most important 
sculpture show ever brought to St. 
Louls.’’ In the same year his show at 
the Chicago Art Institute stirred the 
artistic of this city. Since that year 
he has spent much of his time in the 
United States. 

Mestrovic is of peasant stock. He 
was born in the hamlet of Vrpolje in 
Slavonia on August 15, 1883. Soon 
thereafter his family moved to their 
native province of Dalmatia, and he 
spent his youth as a shepherd lad. 
Even then he carved figures of saints 
and angela out of wood, and later he 
was able to study under Professor 
Hellmer, spending four years in the 
Akademie at Vienna. 

The Chicago statues were provided 
for by $1,000,000 left by the late 
lumber man, Benjamin F. Ferguson, 
for adornment of parks and boule- 
vards with works which ‘‘musat com- 
memorate worthy men or women of 
America, or important events in 
American history.’ The Ferguson 
Fund already has provided a number 
of sculptural landmarks, all of great 
artistic value. 

After Mestrovic completed the huge 
equestrian statues, they were brought 
into Chicago in sections on special 
railroad cars. The sculptor personally 
superintendent brazing the sections 
together after they were on the site 
where they were to stand, and there 
gave them the finishing touches.

The Same Being Misses Madeleine Smith and Constance Ken

E have been 
given a very clear 
idea of the young 
lady of the early 
and middie Vic- 
torian era. She 
was a shy, swoon- 
ing person sur- 
rounded by voluminous clothing. 
Her ‘limbse’’—for she had no 
legs—were concealed by panta- 
lettes in her early years; later by 
skirts and petticoats of great 
length and enormous circumfer- 
ence. She took part in nothing 
more active than croquet and 
archery. Her eyes drooped when 
a man approached; she was, past 
belief, timid and prudish. 

This description of her is good 
enough for those who accept the 
easy classification of writers who 
are ticketing and deriding the 
past. If you emphasize all evi- 
derce favorable to your contention 
and ignore the rest; if you play up 
he writers and artists who were 
sentimental and conveniently for- 
get the others, it is not hard to 
show that any period in history 
was as ridiculous as you like— 
especially in comparison with our 
magnificent selves of the present, 
who are perfectly clear-sighted. 

These generalizations are puz- 
siing. Our great-aunts and great- 
uneles may have liked to look at 
Landseer’s paintings, while they 
ceatainly would not have admired 
Gauguin. They read sentimental 
novelists—or some of them did. 
But they would hardly have en- 
dured the sentimental Dunkum 
which, in behalf of the defense, 
was poured into the ears of the 
jury at the first Thaw trial. There 
were strange outcroppings of 
hardness, even in the height of the 
Victorian Era. as there are fre- 
quent exhibitions of softness to- 
day. 

In 1857, as the triai of Made- 
leine Smith shows, it was possible 
for a Scottish jury to be as gal- 
lant as a New York jury oft 
dar. In 1865 the English author- 
ities could exercise mercy toward 
a youthful crimina!, and do it 
quickly, quietiv and without fuss. 
In 1924, in Chicago, at the trial 
of Loeb ahd Leopo!d. it required 
weeks of pompous oratory. and an 
enormous display of guesswork, 
solemnly calling itself learning 

Primarily for themselves, how- 
ever, and not for the surrounding 
circumstances, nor for the legal 
proceedings, are Madeleine Smith 
and Constance Kent of unfailing 
erest. The word ‘“giri.” 80 
en applied to any woman ac- 
cused of murder, and not more 
than 56 years of age, is not in- 
correctly used to describe these 
damseis.

It is apparent, however, that she 
had pretty definite suspicions, and 
that they were also held by other 
members of the household. 

The search went on while Mr. 
Kent was away: neighbors and 
people of the village had heard of 
the disappearance, and began to 
ransack the premises. Two men, 
looking into a disused closet in 
the shrubbery, found blood on the 
floor, and, in the vault, the body 
of the little boy in his nightdress. 
His throat had been cut with such 


strength and vigor that it amount- 


ed to decapitation; there was also 
a deep wound in his left side. 
When Mr. Kent returned, he gave 
the police permission to make a 
thorough examination of everyone 
and everything in the house, al- 
though he strongly insisted: that 
the murderer came from outside. 
The wife of one of the policemen 
examined the women of the 
house; the usual search was made 
for bloodstains or other evidence, 
but with no result. If Mr. Kent 
felt sure that the slayer was a 
Stranger, the folk of the village 
and some of the police seem to 
have been sure that the investiga- 
tion was properly to be made in- 
side the house. 

At the inquest, a few days later, 
nothing was discovered of much 
importance which has not already 
been told here. The spectators, 
however, showed great hostility 
toward two of the children—that 
is, toward Constance and William. 
The Coroner’s jury demanded that 
these children be called as wit- 
nesses, and the Coroner—because 
of the attitude of the crowd—de- 
cided to adjourn the inquest to 
their father’s house, and conduct 
the examination there. 

. calm and demure, and in the 

manner of a young lady 
bereaved of her little half-brother 
by a shocking tragedy, testified 
that she had heard nothing what- 
ever during the night, and had 
learned of the child’s disappear. 
ance from the nurse in the morn- 
ing. Everybody, she said, was 
kind to Francis, and she had 
never heard of anyone wishing 
him ill. Her brother, William, 
gave similar testimony.

Why public suspicion centered 
at first upon Constance Kent is 
not wholly clear, but I suspect 
that, as in the case of a woman 
accused of a very notorious crime 
in this country, something in her 
manner impressed nearly all who 
saw her. Mr. Stapleton, the sur- 
geon who knew Constance, and 
was at the house on the day of 
the murder, writes of her ‘‘strong, 
obstinate, and determined will,’’ 
her “irritable and impassioned na-

ture,’”’ and her ‘‘powerful phy- 
sique."’ When she was about thir- 
teen, and William about eleven, 


the two had engaged in an esca- 
pade which was now recalled and 
considered, although it was 
neither extraordinary nor the sign 
of an evil nature. Rebelling at 
the discipline of her stepmother 
(who had brought her up, and 
saved her from the early death 
which had claimed so many of her 
brothers and sisters), she fran 
away with her younger brother. 
Like Helena Landless, in ‘‘Edwin 
Drood,’’ she had taken command 
of the expedition; gone to the 
same closet in the shrubbery 
where the body of Francis was 
found four years later; cut off 
her hair and put on boy’s clothes; 
and walked the ten miles to Bath. 
When they were caught, William 
was tearful and repentant; Con- 
stance, self-possessed and insolent. 
She spent the night in the police 
Station without weakening, and 
afterward, at home, passed many 
days in solitude, without express- 
ing regret. Evidently, a spirited 
little girl. 


LIZABETH GOUGH was 
Fh. arrestea and released. Soon, 

the local police being at 
sea, Inspector Whicher of Scot- 
land Yard came down to take 
charge. He was a calm and 
intelligent officer, and he became, 
for his suspicions, one of the 
best abused men in Egiand. 
What he learned about the fam- 
ily, or whatimportance he at- 
tached to the flight of Constance 
four years earlier, is not appar- 
ent. But he made one important 
and one lesser discovery, and ina 
few days arrested Constance Kent 
for the murder. 

At her hearing before the mag- 
istrates, it appeared that one of 
her three nightdresses was miss- 
ing. The Inspector had asked her 
to account for this, and she had 
blamed the laundress for its loss. 
This—to any one knowing laun- 
dresses—was not unreasonable, 
but the housemaid appeared and 
testified to an interesting incident

on the Monday following the mur- 
der. She, the housemaid, had 
made up the basket of soiled linen 
for which the laundress was to 
call. Miss Constance came to the 
room and asked her ‘‘to look in 
her slip pocket and see if she had 
left her purse there.’’ The purse 
was sought but not found. Then 
Constance made another request; 
for the housemaid to go down and 
get her a glass of water. This 
request was obeyed, and Con- 
stance was left alone in the room 
for a minute. It was the theory 
of Inspector Whicher that during 
that minute the wnightdress, al- 
ready entered on the laundry list, 
had been abstracted to take the 
place of one which had been de- 
stroyed because it was stained 
with blood. The blame for its 
loss was then laid upon the laun- 
dress. 


HE missing nightdress, by 
sx way, is thought to have 

suggested to Wilkie Collins 
the incident in ‘‘The Moonstone,” 
wherein Franklin Blake's night- 
gown becomes stained with paint 
from the door of Rachel Verin- 
der’s bedroom. 

Inespector Whicher also pro- 
duced two of Constance’s school- 
mates to testify as to remarks 
which the girl had made about 
her home and the other children. 
This testimony was unimpressive, 
but one of the remarks was to 
the effect that it might be nice for 
some girls to go home for the 
holidays, but it was not for her, 
as her home was different. The 
Inspector was assailed for “hunt- 
ing up’ the trivial conversation of 
schoolgirls. At the end of the in- 
quiry, and after an impassioned 
and indignant plea by her coun- 
sel, Constance was released, amid 
the applause of the populace. 
Public sentiment was now in the 
girl's favor, and Whicher was 
hounded into retirement. He 
wrote to a friend that the mys- 
tery would never be cleared up 
unless Constance confessed, and 
that, in his opinion, she would 
have done so, had she been de- 
tained another week 

Late in the summer, Elizabeth 
Gough was again arrested. En- 
gland was still much agitated 
over the case, choleric writers to 
the Times were expressing their 
indignation against this one and 
that. I have seen a letter, owned 
by a lady in this country, and 
written by some anonymous ama- 
teur detective from a London 
club.

solicitors in the case, and came 
to some perfectly accurate con- 
clusions: that the murder had 
been committed by a woman, a 
member of the household, and for 
motives of ‘dire vindictiveness 
and revenge.’ With the new ar- 
rest of Gough, suspicion took a 
scandalous turn, which was much 
appreciated by the enemies of Mr. 
Kent. While it was not men- 
tioned openly at the hearings, the 
theory was that the murder was 
the joint work of Mr. Kent and 
the nurse; that Mr. Kent, in the 
pursuit of an amorous intrigue 
with Elizabeth Gough, had en- 
tered the room; that the little boy 
had wakened, and, to insure his 
silence, had instantly been smoth- 
ered by his father. The wounds 
were inflicted to mislead, after the 
body had been carried outside by 
the ‘‘guilty couple.’ Medical tes- 
timony was twisted into support 
of the suffocation theory; and it 
was solemnly argued that the boy 
was too heavy to be carried by 
one person alone. This was all 
moonshine. Elizabeth was an in- 
telligent woman of good charac- 
ter; and the charges against her 
failed utterly. Mr. Kent was 
equally guiltless; the wretched 
man had not only lost his son by 
a cruel murder, but could have 
been in small doubt as to the 
identity of the murderer. That 
person remained silent and de- 
mure, while, for months, suspicion 
was directed toward innocent per- 
sons. The Kent family moved to 
Wales; Constance went by herself 
to a convent in France. 


HE excitement died down; 

the mystery remained un- 

solved, except in the minds 

of a few, like Inspector Whicher, 

to whom it was no mystery at all. 

Nothing was heard of the Kents 
for nearly five years. 

On April 27, 1865, the Times 
editorially discussed two great and 
stirring events: the assassination 
of President Lincoln, news of 
which had just reached London 
by mail, and the confession of 
Constance Kent. This had first 
been reported the day before. On 
April 25, she had appeared before 
the magistrate at Bow Street and 
made full confession of the mur- 
der, completely exonerating her 
father, the nurse, and all others, 
from any part in the deed, or 
knowledge of it. She was accom- 
panied by a Rev. Mr. Wagner, 
curate of a church at Brighton, 
where she had been living in a 
religious retreat for two years. 


Ladies 


The Times asserts that she had 
made a partial confession to one 
of her relatives, about a year after 
the murder, but that the police 
had not felt justified in proceed- 
ing upon such evidence as this 
had afforded. Now, acting under 
religious convictions, she desired 
to make full acknowledgment, and 
suffer the consequences. 

She stood in Court ae few 
months later, and thrice pleaded 
guilty to the charge of murder. 
Her counsel was John Duke Cole- 
ridge, after Lord Chief Justice. 
She was condemned to death, but 
the sentence, in view of her youth, 
was commuted to life imprison- 
ment. Youth, as with Loeb and 
Leopold, saved her from the gal- 
lows, rather than any plea of in- 
sanity. In spite of her mother’s 
condition before her birth, there 
seemed to be no rea- 
son for thinking her 
insane; the physi- 
cians who made a 
careful examination 
of her, after 
the sentence, 
reported that 
she was not 
and never had 
been insane. 
She served 
twenty years 
in prison, and 


was released, a 
woman of forty- 
one, in 1885. She 
could be living still; nobody 
knows what became of her. It is 
said that she went into another 
religious retreat; also that she 
went to a foreign country. 

Her confession is a singular 
and appalling document. It forms 
part of a letter to the newspa- 
pers from the physician who ex- 
amined her as to sanity. This 
is it: 

‘Constance Kent says that the 
manner in which she committed 
her crime was as follows: A few 
days before the murder she ob- 
tained possession of a razor from 
a green case in her father’s ward- 
robe, and secreted it. This was 
the sole instrument which she 
used. She also secreted a can- 
die with matches, by placing them 
in the corner of the closet in the 
garden, where the murder was 


committed. 
“() der she undressed her- 

self and went to bed, be- 
Cause she expected her sisters 
would visit her room. She lay 
awake watching, until she thought 
that the household were all asleep, 
and soon after midnight she left 
her bedroom and went downstairs 
and opened the drawing-room 
door and window shutters. She 
then went up into the nursery, 
withdrew the blanket from  be- 
tween the sheet and the counter- 
pane, and placed it on the side of 
the cot. She then took the child 
from his bed and_ carried him 
downstairs through the drawing- 
room. She had on her nightdress, 
and in the drawing-room she put 
on her galoshes. 

‘Having the child in one arm, 
she raised the drawing-room win- 
dow with the other hand, went 
round the house and 
Closet, lighted the candle, and 
placed it on the seat of the closet, 
the child being wrapped in the 
blanket and still sleeping, and 
while the child was in this pcsi- 
tion she inflicted the wound in 
the throat. She says that she 
thought the blood would never 
come, and that the child was not 
killed, so she thrust the razor into 
its left side, and put the body, 
with the blanket round it, into the 
vault. The light burnt out. 

“The piece of flannel which 
she had with her was torn from

an old flannel garment placed in 
the waste bag, and which she had 
taken some time before and sewn 
it to use in washing herself. She 
went back to her bedroom, exam- 
and found only 
These 


ined her dress, 
two spots of blood on it 
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she washed out in the basin, and 
threw the water, which was but 
little discolored, into the footpan 
in which she had washed her feet 
Overnight. She took another of 
her nightdresses and got into bed. 
In the morning, her nightdress 
had become dry where it had been 
washed. She folded it up and put 
it into the drawer. 

“Her three nightdresses were 
examined by Mr. Foley, and she 
believes also by Mr. Parsons, the 
medical attendant of the family. 
She thought the bloodstains had 
been effectually washed out, but 
on holding the dress up to the 
light a day or two afterward, she 
found the stains were still visible. 
She secreted the dress, moving it 
from place to place, and she 
eventually burnt it in her own 
bedroom, and put the ashes or 
tinder into the kitchen grate. It 
was about five or six days after 
the child's death that she burnt 


the nightdress. 
“() ing, having cleaned the 

razor, she took an op- 
portunity of replacing it unob- 
served in the case tin the wardrobe. 
She abstracted her  nightdress 
from the clothes basket when the 
housemaid went to fetch a glass 
of water. The stained garment 
found in the boiler hole had no 
connection whatever with the 
deed. As regards the motive of 
her crime, it seems that, although 
she entertained at one time a 
great regard for the present Mrs. 
Kent, yet if any remark was at 
any time made which in her opin- 
fon was disparaging to any mem- 
ber of the first family, she treas- 
ured it up, and determined to re- 
venge it. She had _ no ill-will 
against the little boy, except as 
one of the children of her step- 
mother. 

“She declared that both her 
father and her stepmother had 
always been kind to her person- 
ally, and the following is a copy 
of a letter which she addressed to 
Mr. Rodway on this point while 
in prison before her trial: 


N THE Saturday morn- 


‘*'Devizesa, May 15th. 

‘Sir: It has been stated that 
my feelings of revenge were ex- 
cited in -consequence of cruel 
treatment. This is entirely false. 
I have received the greatest kind- 
ness from both the persons ac- 
cused of subjecting me to it. I 
have never had any ill-will to- 
wards either of them on account 
of their behavior to me, which 
has been very kind. 

“‘T shall feel obliged if you will 
make use of this statement in 
order that the public may be un- 
deceived on this point.—I remain, 
Sir, Yours truly, 

‘“*‘CONSTANCE E. KENT. 
‘*To Mr. R. Rodway.’ 


“She told me that when the 
nursemaid was accused she had 
fully made up her mind to con- 
fess if thé nursemaid had been 
convicted; and that she had also 
made up her mind to commit sul- 
cide if she herself were convicted. 
She said that she had felt herself 
under the influence of the devil 
before she committed the murder, 
but that she did not believe, and 


had not believed, that the devil | 
had more to do with her crime’ 


than he had with any other 
wicked action. She had not said 
her prayers for a year before the 
murder, and not afterwards until 
she came to reside at Brighton. 
She said that the circumstance 
which revived religious feelings in 
her mind was thinking about the 
sacrament when confirmed. 
“Her peculiar disposition seemed 
to color and intensify her thoughts 
and feelings, and magnify into 
wrongs that were to be revenged 
any little family incidents or oc- 
currences which provoked her dis-

In the histories of extraordinary 


murders there are occasionally 
moments strongly impressive, 
tragic, and endowed with the 


ability to haunt the reader for 
ever after. With such moments 
belongs that terrible scene when 
Constance Kent leaned over her 
dead brother, as the candle flick- 
ered, dimmed, and went out, 
leaving them both in darkness.
